The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 4, line 6, "in the protein-protein complex" is deleted. 

Claim 4, line 1 1 , "releasably" is deleted. 

Claim 4, line 1 1 , —via a cleavable linkage — is inserted after "thereto". 
Claim 4, line 22, —by the cleaving-inducing moiety when in effective proximity to 
said one or more molecular tags— is inserted after "released". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
fail to teach a method of detecting one or more protein-protein complexes of rare cell 
type in a sample containing a mixed population of cells, each protein complex has a first 
and second protein, the method comprises: immunomagnetically isolating the sample of 
subpopulation of cells containing the rare cell type with one or more antibody specific for 
a cell surface antigen of the rare cell type and wherein each antibody is attached to a 
magnetic particle; combining with the subpopulation of cells: a) a first binding compound

specific for the first protein, wherein the first binding compound is attached to a tag via a 
cleavable linkage, and b) a second binding compound specific for the second protein of 
the protein-protein complex, wherein each of the second compound is conjugated to a 
cleaving-inducing moiety having an effective proximity; when the first and second 
binding compounds are bound to the first and second protein of the protein-protein 
complex respectively, the tag on the first binding compound is cleaved by the cleaving- 
inducing moiety on the second binding compound; separating and identifying the 
released tags to detect one or more protein-protein complexes in the sample.
